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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DAIRY  AND  RELATED  PRODUCTS 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  dairy  and  related  products,  exclusive  of  retail  stocks,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  for 
which  information  is  here  presented,  include  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  dried  eggs  and  egg  albumen,  dried  milk  and  milk  powder,  margarine 
(oleomargarine,  butterine,  etc.),  peanut  butter,  condensed  milk,  and  evaporated  milk. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  commodities  on  hand  and  in  transit,  as  reported  by  manufacturers,  storage  houses,  and  wholesale  dealers, 
were  as  follows:  Butter,  87,928,955  pounds;  cheese,  85.656,949  pounds;  eggs,  213,050,498  dozens;  dried  eggs,  9,452,913  pounds;  dried 
milk,  12,384,444  pounds:  margarine,  8,834.352  pounds;  peanut  butter,  6,727,220  pounds;  condensed  milk,  142,712,943  pounds;  evaporated 
milk,  203,177,023  pounds.  The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the 
total  quantity  which  you  have  recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  has  not  been  delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  quantities 
of  these  commodities  thus  reported  as  in  transit  were  as  follows:  Butter,  11,785,536  pounds;  cheese,  11,493,609  pounds;  eggs,  8,491,644 
dozens;  dried  eggs,  73,772  pounds;  dried  milk,  498.474  pounds;  margarine,  619,658  pounds;  peanut  butter,  160,801  pounds;  condensed 
milk,  5,734,733  pounds;  evaporated  milk,  14,241.975  pounds.  The  reports  concerning  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for  July  1, 
1918,  have  not  yet  been  tabulated.  Some  idea  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  retail  stocks  may  be  obtained  from  the  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918,  in  which  it  was  found  that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retailers  represented  the  following  percentages  of  the  total  commercial  stocks 
of  the  commodities  considered:  Butter,  10.8  per  cent;  cheese,  12.4  per  cent;  eggs.  14.7  per  cent;  dried  eggs,  0.9  per  cent;  dried  milk, 
1.9  per  cent;  margarine,  32.1  per  cent;   peanut  butter,  50.5  per  cent;   condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  27.2  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  four  of  these  commodities,  namely,  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and  margarine,  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  slightly  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  classes  of  business  on  July  1,  1917.  For  the  other  five  commodities  the  stocks  reported 
as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  materially  larger  than  those  held  on  the  earlier  date.  The  stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918, 
represented  the  following  percentages  of  those  reported  for  July  1,  1917:  Butter,  102.7  per  cent;  cheese.  100.3  per  cent;  eggs,  105.1  per 
cent;  dried  eggs.  244.8  per  cent;  dried  milk.  178.7  per  cent:  margarine,  107.3  per  cent;  peanut  butter,  152.4  per  cent;  condensed  milk, 
178.5  per  cent;    evaporated  milk,  156.4  per  cent 


COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF   BUTTER 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  stocks  of  butter,  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  creameries,  cold 
storages,  wholesale  dealers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns, 
amounted  to  87,928,955  pounds,  of  which  the  quantity  reported  as  in 
transit  represented  11,785,536  pounds.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported 
as  actually  on  hand  by  the  classes  of  business  enumerated,  the  cold 
storages  held  50.6  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  21.3  per  cent; 
the  creameries,  17.8  per  cent;  the  meat  packers,  7.7  per  cent:  and 
a  miscellaneous  group,  2.6  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand 
by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns,  as  well  as  by  various  sub- 
divisions of  some  of  the  classes,  are  given  in  Table  1,  together  with 
the  quantity  of  butter  reported  by  each  class  as  in  transit.  The 
relative  stocks  of  butter  held  by  the  classes  of  concerns  above 
enumerated  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  the  classes  of 
business  here  considered  is  shown  in  Table  2.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  butter  held  by  the 
classes  of  concerns  for  which  information  is  given  in  this  report  is 
shown  in  Table  3,  which  gives  figures  by  geographic  divisions  as 
well  as  by  states.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  consider- 
ably more  than  one-fourth  of  the  stocks  reported  were  found  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  division.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked 
second  as  a  holder  of  butter,  the  New  England  division  third,  and 
the  West  North  Central  division  fourth.  In  fact,  nearly  six -sevenths 
of  the  holdings  reported  for  the  entire  country  were  found  in  these 
four  geographic  divisions.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York 
ranked  first  in  quantity  reported,  with  nearly  one-fifth  of  total, 
Massachusetts  second,  and  Illinois  third.  Diagram  2  shows  in 
graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states.  The  quantity  of  butter  reported  as  in  transit  by  the  firms 
considered  in  this  report  is  also  given  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  3.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  93  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  with  regard  to  stocks  of  butter  for  July  1,  1917, 
as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  for  these  two  dates 
may  be  found  in  summary  form  in  Table  1.  These  figures  indicate 
that  the  stocks  of  the  creameries,  cold  storages,  and  meat  packers 
were  somewhat  larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were 
one  year  earlier,  while  the  stocks  of  the  wholesalers  as  a  class  were 
smaller  by  about  7  per  cent.  The  total  stocks  reported  by  manu- 
facturers, storage  houses,  and  wholesale  dealers  were  2.7  per  cent 
larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  on  July  1,  1917.  Compara- 
tive figures  for  the  two  dates  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  4,  while  the  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  3,  for  each  class  of  business 
except  the  miscellaneous  group.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CHEESE 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  cheese  (all  kinds),  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  manufacturers,  cold  storages,  meat  packers,  wholesale 
dealers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  amounted  to 
85.656,949  pounds.  Of  this  amount  74,163,340  pounds  were 
reported  as  stock  on  hand  and  11,493,609  pounds  as  in  transit. 
As  in  the  case  of  the  other  commodities  for  which  information  is 
given  in  this  report,  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retail  dealers  are  not 
included.     Of  the   total   quantity   reported,   the  more  important 


manufacturers  of  cheese,  namely,  cheese  factories  and  creameries, 
held  22.9  per  cent;  the  cold  storages  held  30.2  per  cent;  the  meat 
packers,  10.6  per  cent;  and  the  wholesale  dealers,  35.4  per  cent. 
The  remainder,  amounting  to  0.9  per  cent  of  the  total,  was  held  by 
a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns.  The  quantity  actually  reported 
as  on  hand  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  is  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  5,  while  the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  from 
the  concerns  in  each  class  is  shown  in  the  last  column  of  the  table. 
The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the  principal  classes  of  business  are 
represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  4.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  cheese  reported  by 
commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers  is  shown  in  Table  7. 
Considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  quantity  reported, 
it  may  be  noticed,  was  held  in  the  East  North  Central  division, 
while  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  reported  somewhat  less  than 
one-third  of  the  total.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York 
ranked  first,  Wisconsin  second,  Illinois  third,  and  Massachusetts 
fourth.  The  quantities  of  this  commodity  reported  as  in  transit 
are  given,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  the  last  column 
of  Table  7,  and  the  stocks  on  hand  as  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

In  addition  to  total  stocks  and  quantities  in  transit,  Table  5  also 
gives  in  summary  form  comparative  stocks  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  and  for  one  year  earlier.  The  cold  storages  and  the  whole- 
sale dealers,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  slightly  smaller  stocks  on 
hand,  while  the  other  classes  of  dealers  reported  larger  stocks.  The 
total  holdings  of  cheese  reported  by  all  classes  of  concerns  here 
considered  were  0.3  per  cent  larger  on  July  1,  1918,  than  on  July  1, 
1917.  Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  8,  while  the  relative  stocks  reported  for  the  two 
dates  are  shown  graphically  for  each  class  of  concerns  except  the 
miscellaneous  in  Diagram  6.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  EGGS 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL   STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  eggs,  together  with  eggs  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  all  classes  of  dealers, 
omitting  retailers,  amounted  to  213.050,498  dozens.  Of  this  quantity 
204.558,854  dozens  were  reported  as  stocks  on  hand,  and  8,491,644 
dozens  as  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey.  The  cold  storages 
held  63.9  per  cent  of  the  total  quantity  reported  by  all  classes  of 
concerns  here  considered,  the  meat  packers  held  4.6  per  cent,  and 
the  wholesale  dealers,  28.1  per  cent,  while  the  remainder,  amounting 
to  3.4  per  cent,  was  reported  by  miscellaneous  classes  of  business. 
The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns 
are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  are  shown  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks 
reported  by  the  different  classes  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  from  the  classes  of  dealers  here 
considered  is  shown  in  Table  10.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  eggs  reported  by  all 
classes  of  concerns,  omitting  retailers,  is  shown  in  Table  11.  The 
Middle  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  divisions  of  states,  it  may 
be  noticed,  each  reported  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  stocks 
for  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered.  The  New  England 
division  ranked  third,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  fourth. 
Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first.  New  York  second, 
Massachusetts  third,  New  Jersey  fourth,  and  Pennsylvania  fifth. 
The  quantities  of  eggs  reported  as  in  transit  are  also  given  by 
geographic  divisions,  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  11. 
Diagram  8  shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states.

More  than  seven-eighths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports 
are  given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  9.  The  meat  packers  and  the 
miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  smaller 
stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  July  1,  1917,  while  the 
cold  storages  and  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  increased  stocks. 
The  total  stocks  held  by  these  concerns  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  5.1  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  one  year  earlier.  Com- 
parative figures  are  also  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  Table  12,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  cold  storages,  meat 
packers,  and  wholesale  dealers  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  9.

The  commercial  stocks  of  dried  eggs  and  egg  albumen,  together 
with  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1. 
1918,  by  storage  houses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  manufacturers, 
amounted  to  9,452,913  pounds.  Only  73,772  pounds  out  of  this 
amount  were  reported  as  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey.  Of 
the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  the  storage  warehouses  held  61.0 
per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  22.9  per  cent;  the  bakers,  8.9  per 
cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  7.2  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  given  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  13,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the 
last  column.  The  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several  classes 
are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  dried  eggs 
is  given  in  Table  15.

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Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  dried  eggs  is  shown 
in  Table  14.  Firms  located  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  East  North 
Central  divisions  reported  more  than  two- thirds  of  the  total  stocks 
of  this  commodity  in  the  entire  country.  Among  the  individual 
states,  Illinois  ranked  first,  and  New  York  second.  The  quantities 
in  transit  from  the  classes  of  business  concerns  here  considered  are 
also  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  14. 

About  84  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  13,  and  also  by  geographic  divisions  and  states

in  Table  14.  The  bakers,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  a  slight 
decrease  in  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the 
stocks  held  one  year  earlier.  Each  of  the  other  classes  of  concerns, 
however,  reported  a  very  material  increase  in  stocks  on  hand.  The 
total  stocks  reported  for  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered 
were  nearly  two  and  one-half  times  as  large  on  July  1,  1918,  as 
on  July  1,  1917.

NOT  including  retail  stocks. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  dried  milk  and  milk  powder,  together 
with  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  12.384,444  pounds,  of  which  amount  11,885,970  pounds 
constituted  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  and 
498,474  pounds  the  quantities  in  transit.  Of  the  total  stocks 
reported  as  on  hand  the  manufacturers  held  29.1  per  cent;  the 
warehouses,  26.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  15.7  per  cent; 
the  bakers,  6.7  per  cent;  and  the  confectioners,  1.0  per  cent.  The 
remainder,  representing  21.1  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  reported, 
was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  made  up  largely  of 
manufacturers  of  chocolate  and  ice  cream.  The  actual  stocks 
reported  by  each  class  of  business  firms  are  shown  in  the  first  column 
of  Table  16,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The 
relative  quantities  reported  by  the  several  classes  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  11.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  stocks  reported  from  each  geographic  division  and  state  are 
given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  18.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division 
and  the  East  North  Central  division  together  reported  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  stocks  of  the  countrv.     New  York  ranked  first 


among  the  states,  reporting  larger  stocks  than  any  other  four  states 
combined.     Pennsylvania  ranked  second  and  Illinois  third. 

More  than  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given 
by  classes  of  business  in  Table  16,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  18.  The  bakers  and  confectioners,  it  may  be  noticed, 
reported  smaller  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  one  year 
earlier,  while  all  of  the  other  classes  reported  materially  larger 
stocks.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  78.7 
per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  held  bv  the  same  concerns  on 
July  1,  1917.

The  commercial  stocks  of  margarine  (including  oleomargarine, 
butterine,  etc.)  reported  as  on  hand  and  in  transit,  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  classes  of  business  other  than  retail 
dealers,  amounted  to  8,834,352  pounds.  This  total  was  made  up 
of  8.214.694  pounds  in  stock  and  619,658  pounds  in  transit.  Of 
the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  the  oleo- 
margarine manufacturers  held  17.8  per  cent;  the  meat  packers, 
30.3  per  cent;  the  cold  storages,  13.3  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
35.5  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  3.1  per  cent. 
The  stocks  actually  reported  by  each  class  of  business  firms  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  19.  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  distribution  of  the  total 
stocks  among  the  several  classes  reporting  is  shown  in  Diagram  12. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  margarine 
is  shown  in  Table  20.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  margarine  reported 
by  classes  of  business  concerns  other  than  retailers  is  shown  in 
Table  21.  Nearly  five-eighths  of  the  stocks  reported  by  the  classes 
of  business  here  considered  were  located  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
and  the  East  North  Central  divisions,  the  former  division  reporting 
approximately  700.000  pounds  more  than  the  latter.  Among  the 
individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  Illinois 
second,  New  Jersey  third,  Pennsylvania  fourth,  Ohio  fifth,  and 
Massachusetts  sixth.  The  quantities  of  margarine  reported  as  in 
transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  are  also  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  21.  The  stocks 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  13.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  85  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  19  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  22.  These  figures  indicate  that,  with  the  exception  of  the 
oleomargarine  manufacturers,  the  different  classes  of  firms  reported 
slightly  increased  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared 
with  the  earlier  date.  The  total  stocks  on  July  1,  1918,  were  7.3 
per  cent  larger  than  those  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported 
for  the  two  dates  by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  are 
shown  graphically  for  each  class  except  the  miscellaneous  group 
in  Diagram  14.

The  commercial  stocks  of  peanut  butter  reported  as  on  hand  and 
in  transit,  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  classes  of  business 
concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  6,727,220  pounds, 
the  stocks  on  hand  being  6,566,419  pounds  and  the  quantities  in 
transit  160,801  pounds.  Of  the  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand 
the  peanut  butter  manufacturers  held  12.1  per  cent;  the  ware- 
houses, 1.3  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  6.6 
per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  80.0  per  cent  of  the  total, 
was  reported  by  the  wholesale  dealers.  It  may  be  well  to  recall 
in  this  connection  that,  as  stated  on  the  first  page  of  this  report, 
the  retail  dealers,  whose  stocks  are  here  omitted,  were  found  in  the 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  to  hold  50.5  per  cent  of  the  total  com- 
mercial stocks.  The  stocks  actually  reported  by  each  class  of  firms 
here  considered  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  23,  and 
the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  importance 
of  the  stocks  held  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  is  indicated 
by  Diagram  15.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  peanut  butter 
reported  by  the  several  classes  of  business  is  given  in  Table  26. 
More  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  were 
held  in  three  geographic  divisions,  namely,  the  Middle  Atlantic, 
the  East  North  Central  and  the  West  North  Central.  Turning 
to  the  figures  for  the  individual  states,  it  may  be  seen  that  the 
stocks  reported  for  the  state  of  New  York  were  considerably  more 
than  twice  as  great  as  those  reported  from  any  other  state  in  the 
Union.  The  state  of  Pennsylvania  ranked  second  in  quantity 
reported,  Texas  third,  and  Illinois  fourth.  It  may  be  further  seen 
that  more  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  reported  from  the  state  of 
New  York  were  held  by  the  peanut  butter  manufacturers.  The 
geographic  distribution  of  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit 
from  the  commercial  concerns  here  considered  are  also  shown  in 
the  last  column  of  Table  26.  Diagram  16  shows  in  graphic  form 
the  stocks  of  peanut  butter  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  So  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given  in  summary  form  in  Table  23,  and  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  25.  The  figures  indicate  a  material 
increase  in  the  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  1918,  as  compared  with 
the  stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  The  total  holdings  of  peanut 
butter  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  52.4  per  cent  larger  than 
those  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  by 
peanut-butter  manufacturers  and  by  wholesale  dealers  are  repre- 
sented in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  17.

The  commercial  stocks  of  condensed  milk,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted 
to  142,712,943  pounds.  This  total  comprises  136,978,210  pounds 
reported  as  on  hand  and  5,734.733  pounds  in  transit.  Of  the  total 
stocks  reported  as  on  hand,  the  condensaries  held  26.4  per  cent; 
the  storage  warehouses,  44.0  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers  24.9 
per  cent:  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  4.7  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  the  different  classes  of  concerns  are  given  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  27,  and  the  quantities  reported  as  in  transit 
in  the  last  column.  The  relative  importance  of  the  stocks  reported 
by  condensaries,  storage  warehouses,  wholesale  dealers,  and  the 
miscellaneous  group  is  indicated  by  Diagram  18. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  condensed 
milk  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  28.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  condensed  milk 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  is  shown  in  Table  29. 
More  than  one-half  of  the  total  stocks  held  by  the  classes  of  con- 
cerns here  considered  were  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic 
states.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  second,  and  the 
New  England  division  third.  Turning  to  the  figures  for  the  indi- 
vidual states,  it  will  be  noticed  that  New  York  alone  reported 
considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  stocks.  The  state 
of  Illinois  came  second,  Pennsylvania  third,  New  Jersey  fourth, 
and  Massachusetts  fifth.  The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  29.  The  stocks  of  condensed  milk 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  graphically 
represented  in  Diagram  19.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

A  little  over  seven-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  give  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918. 
Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by 
classes  of  business  in  Table  27,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  in  Table  30.  These  figures  show  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  stocks  of  condensed  milk  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared 
with  the  earlier  date.  This  increase  is  especially  marked  in  the 
case  of  the  storage  warehouses,  whose  holdings  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  were  nearly  five  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  the  holdings 
of  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  July  1, 
1918,  were  78.5  per  cent  larger  than  the  corresponding  stocks  of 
July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  of  condensed  milk  as  reported  by  con- 
densaries. storage  warehouses,  and  wholesale  dealers  for  July  1, 
1918,  and  July  1,  1917,  respectively,  are  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  20.

The  commercial  stocks  of  evaporated  milk,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1.  1918, 
by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
203.177,023  pounds.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  amounted  to 
188.935,048  pounds  and  the  quantities  in  transit  to  14,241.975 
pounds.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  classes  of  business 
concerns  here  considered,  the  condensaries  held  42.6  per  cent:  the 
storage  warehouses.  12.2  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers.  44.2  per 
cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  1.0  per  cent.  The  first 
column  of  Table  31  shows,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  the 
stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  while  the  last  column 
of  the  table  gives  the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit.  The  relative 
importance  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  different  classes  of  firms  for 
which  information  is  given  in  this  report  is  indicated  by  Diagram  21. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  evaporated 
milk  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  32.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  evaporated  milk 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  is  shown,  by  classes 
of  business,  in  Table  34.  The  East  North  Central  division,  it  will 
be  noticed,  led  all  other  geographic  divisions  in  stocks  of  this  com- 
modity by  a  considerable  margin.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division 
ranked  second,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and  the'Mountain  division 
fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  Wisconsin*ranked  first,  New 
York  second,  Pennsylvania  third,  Illinois  fourth,  and  Ohio  fifth. 
The  quantities  of  evaporated  milk  reported  as  in  transit  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  the  last  column  of  Table  34.  The  stocks  on  hand  as  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form 
in  Diagram  22.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  82  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for' July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  31,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  33.  The  figures  indicate  a  material  increase  in  the  stocks  on 
hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the  holdings  of 
July  1,  1917.  The  increase  is  especially  marked  in  the  case  of 
storage  warehouses  and  condensaries.  The  total  stocks  reported  for 
July  1,  1918.  by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  were  56.4 
per  cent  larger  than  the  holdings  of  the~same  concerns  on  July  1, 
1917.  The  relative  importance  of  the  stocks  of  evaporated  milk 
reported  for  July  1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1917,  is  indicated  by 
Diagram  23.
